A Post-Dispatch reporter who 
called at Mrs. Graham's home Tues- 
day found her armed with other ar- 
guments in favor of anti-noise leg- 
islation.

A crowd, surging frem Grestmut to 
Locust street, on Broadweg, and over- 
flowing into Pine and Ove streets, 
witnessed the Post-Dispateh’s bulletins 
from the ringside of the Johnson-Jef- 


fries battle Monday afternoon. It was 
the largest throng, gathered at any 
point in the city, to get the fight re- 
turns. 

A fire escape on the west side of 
Broadway was occupled by spectators, 
who thronged it from the street to the 
third story. Every window within 
range was pre-empted, chiefly by well- 
dressed women. There was a score of 
women standing with the crowd in the 
street, their eyes fixed in fascination 
upon the bulletins. 

As fast as each round ended at Reno 
it was recorded, punch by punch, on the 
Post-Dispatch bulletins. As the re 
ports came in by Associated Press they 
were swiftly printed with brushes in 
big, legible letters and hauled out over 
the center of the street by pulleys. 

All Cheer for Jeffries, 

The temper of the crowd was striking- 
ly manifested. When a punch delivered 
by Jeffries was chronicled, a roar of 
shouts went up. When the white fight- 
er drew first blood in the battle there 
was a gigantic outburst of yells and 
cheers. But the phrase, whenever ft was 
diapiayed, “‘Johnson’s reund,” struck the 
multitude dumb. 

When at last the flash, “Johnson wins 
in the fiteenth round,” was flung out 
over the street, it was curious to watch 
the swift passage of emotions in uni- 
son over the sea of upturned faces. 
First, as if the message were uncom- 
prehended, the smiles remained for a 
moment, then they faded away, and 
were replaced by stares of blank in- 
credulity. 

Crowd Melts Away. 

At last, when the import of the bul- 
letin went home, @ wave of tragedy 
seemed to rollover the thousands of 
faces. Then, without a word, in silence, 
the throng melted away, and in a few 
minutes the space was empty which had 
been cluttered with humanity to its last 
square inch.

Isadore Hellman, who the 
West End Hotel, lost his temper when 
Hampton James, a negro, addressed him 
with a triumphant remark about Jonn- 
son’s prowess. He cut James three 
times—one wound, in his cheek, being 
several inches long, but none of them 
being serious. 

Hellman told the police he was walk- 
ing with three other men in front of 
1023 North Vandeventer avenue when 
the negro accosted him. He said the 
negro struck him before he drew the 
knife.

Every 
baby who lives until the next census 
following its birth adds one to the 
city’s population. . 

Most of the babies who die would

Robert Higginbotham Says He 
Intended Killing His Wife and -

Robert Higgjnbotham of Mexico, Mo., 
who was shot Sunday afternoon in East 
' St. Louis after killing his 13-year-old 
daughter, Evelyn, and her stepfather, 
Michael Moser, and wounding Henry C.

SANTIAGO, Chili, July 5.—William 
Beckert, the former chancellor of the 
German legation here, who was con- 
demned to death last September for

Beckert embezzled funds of the le- 
gation and attempted to cover up his 
crime by making it appear that he 
had been burned to death Feb. 6, 
11909.

The death and injury lists in the 
larger cities of the United States have 

en cut in two, as compared with 1909, 
iS the general movement for a “‘safe 
and sane’’ Fourth ef July celebration. 

Statistics gathered from 140 cities and 
large towns show a total of 24 deaths, 
as compared with 44 last year, and 1294 
injuries, whereas in 190¥ similar reports 
aggregated 2361. 

St. Louis makes a favorable showing 
with no deaths and an injury roll of 38, 
less than one-fifth of the 194 accidents 
recorded, together with one death, in 
1909. : 

The most serious accidents of Mon- 
day were to Clarence Goessling, lo 
years old, of 2115 Fair avenue, and An- 
drew Risley, 12, of 1512 Lafayette ave- 
rue. Cilarence’s left hand was mutilat- 
ed by a toy cannon, and Andrew's left 
eye was seriously hurt, with possible 
loss of sight, by a cannon cracker. 


‘Public Observes the Law 
The quiet, as compared with the noise 


which has been customary, not only on 
the Fourth, but on the day or two pre- 
ceding, was the subject of general com- 
ment. The public seemed desirous of 
complying with the new city ordinance 
and only nine arrests were made. 

New York and Chicago showed a re- 
markable improvement, the former city 
reporting no deaths and 34 injuries and 
the latter one death and 19 injuries. 
Boston, with 99 injured, did not do so 
well, and Philadelphia, reporting one 
death and 337 injuries, seems not to 
have heard of the reform. Three Con- 
necticut cities, Danbury, Stratford and 
Bridgeport, make an unfavorable show- 
ing out of proportion to their size, with 
63, 79 and 137 injuries, respectively. 

The only cities reporting more than 
one death are Butte, Mont., with two 
fatalities, and Boulder, Mont., with 
three. 

Of the total injuries, 650 were caused 
by fireworks and 178 by firearms, while 
166 were hurt by gunpowder. An incom- 
plete estimate of fire loss gives the total] 
for this year at $317,815, 
having been $100,000 in Benton, Pa.

~ State Officials Will Fix 
Responsibility.

MIDDLETOWN, 0O., July §—Three 
victims of the wreck of the Big Four 
New York flier here yesterday, died 
from their fnjuries during the night, 
bringing the total number of dead up 
to 23. 

. Reports from the hospitals in Dayton 
* and Hamilton, where many of the 37 in- 
jured were taken, indicate that a num- 
ber of these will die. Some of them are 
frightfully injured and no hope is held 
for their recovery. Those who died dur- 
ing the night were Edward Dunley of 
Dayton, Edward Cain of Dayton and 
William Amrine, residence anknown. 
Dunley is a,cousin of William Dunley, 
Whose name was in the list of dead 
given out last night. 

All the -bodies from the wreck have 
been identified but one, that of a woman 
-about 4 years old. 

The wrecking crews worked all night 
and the track was cleared early today. 
Wo more bodies were found in the 
debris. 

A 7-months-old child, alive and unin- 
jured, was found in a cornfield adjoin- 
ing the scene of the wreck this we 
ing. The child had been there since 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. It is be- 
iMeved it was hurled into the field in the 
collision. 

Officials are now engaged in trying 
to place the blame for the wreck. It is 
known that a misunderstanding of or- 
ders caused the catastrophe, but which 
frain crew was at fault has not been 
learned. 

It is almost certain that in addition to 
the Coroner’s inquest an investigation 
ot the disaster will be made by the 
Railway Commission. Both the Big Four 
and C., H. & D., it is said, are endeav- 
oring to pla. responsibility for the 
accident on the other.

was to visit, what kin they were to 
her, why she was going to visit them, 
whether she was married, why her hus- 
band wasn't along, how much money 
she had with her, and how old she was, 

Mrs. Tresidder_ did not know but what 
the man had a right to ask all the ques- 
tions, and she answered them promptly, 
but Taylor, whose indignation had been 
rising during the inquiry, rose finally 
and stepped into the aisle. I 
Train Held at Station. 

The official demanded to know where 
Taylor was going, and why he wanted 
to escape. Taylor replied that he did 
not wish to hear details of a young 
woman’s private affairs. The official 
commanded him to return to the seat, 
and Taylor refused. 

The crew held the train while the im- 
migration official questioned Taylor as 
he had Mrs. Tresidder.

NEW INDUSTRY IN INDIANA 





Boys Feed Milk and Sweetened 


Water to ’Em, Then Ship 


Bait to Lakes. 


GREENVILLE, Ind., July 5.—Rais- 


ing fishworms is a new industry in 
this city, and so far as known is not 
even carried on in a small way in 
any other locality in Indiana, The 
scarcity of bait at the northern lakes 
where several fortunate Greenfield 
lads spend the su ers with their 
parents led to the industry that they 
expect to bring them some returns 
when they go north this month. Some 
of the old fishermen are also prepar- 
ing bait to take with them. 

Ordinary angleworms are obtained 
regardless of size or condition, and 
placed in boxes prepared with soft, 
fertile soil. They are then developed 
by careful feeding. The food is milk 
and sweetened water. On this the 
worms thrive and become large and 
tempting food for the fish. The fish- 
ermen ship this carefully prepared 
bait to the lakes and as a usual! thing 
they are favored with the big catches. 





Wheat on Pine Lands. 
BUCKATUNNA, Miss., July 5.—The 
high price of wheat has induced pine 
land farmers to experiment with wheat 
and they have been agreeably surprised 
by a yleld of 2% bushels to the acre.

Thirty-seven men and women, some 
{ them prisoners for three nights and 
wo days, were fed Tuesday morning at 
Police Judge Pollard’s @xpense in the 
Dayton Street Station with roast beef 
sandwiches, hamburger steak and ocof- 
fee with real cream in it. 


Judge Pollardg who was not due at 
the courtroom until 9 a. m., arrived at 
7:30 and saw to the serving of the 
breakfast, which he had previously or- 
dered by telephone. 

After being fed, the prisoners were 
taken upstairs from the holdover and 
placed in the courtroom “cage,”’ 10 by 
13 feet in size, which would not hold 
more than a dozen persons comfortably. 
The 87 packed it more closely than any 
street car aisle and no one was able to 
sit down. 

Judge Pollard hag often complained 
about the inadequate size of this ‘‘cage’”’ 
and Police Commissioner Teichmann 
has declared he would take the matter 
before the board, but nothing has been 
done. 

The prisoners sweltered for two hours

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MR. HUGHES FOR CHIEF JUSTICE. 

If public attention turns instantly to the mat- 
ter of a successor to Chief Justice Fuller, it im- 
plies no lack of respect for the venerable and 
distinguished jurist who died so suddenly Mon- 
day. On the contrary, it is a tribute to the 
tremendous importance ‘of his office in its rela- 
tion to the great governmental questions of which 
the United States Supreme Court is the arbiter. 

Almost by common consent, Gov. Hughes is 
accepted as the natural and logical successor to 
Chief Justice Fuller, and there seems to be a 
general understanding that Mr. Taft will appoint 
him. The Governor’s qualifications hardly re- 
quire discussion. 

He is the ideal age—48, which is five years 
younger than was Melville W. Fuller when he 
. Was named for Chief Justice by President Cleve- 
land, in 1888. Only two of the Chief Justices 
have been younger than that—Jay, who was 44 
when he became the presiding justice of the 
court at the time of its organization, and Mar- 
shall, who was 46 when he entered upon that 
wonderful career and continued for 34 years. 
While it is true that no Associate Justice has 
ever become Chief Justice—the nomination of 
Rutledge was not confirnied on account of men- 
tal disabilities—the precedent is without force. 
. In the case of Gov. Hughes it is peculiarly de- 
void of merit, for he has not yet taken his place 
.on the bench. 

When: Mr. Taft selected Mr. Hughes to suc- 
ceed Justice Brewer, the President said he 
looked forward to “22 years of solid usefulness” 
on the part of the newly appointed Justice. 
Twenty-two years exactly’ measures the time that 
Mr. Fuller was Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. The first interstate commerce law had 
been on the statute books only a year when he 
took his seat. The Sherman anti-trust law had 
not yet been enacted. The whole question of 
Federal supervision over corporations was en- 
shrouded in mist and disputation. It has been 
slowly worked out by the Supreme Court during 
the years that Mr. Fuller was its Chief Justice, 
but the end is not. yet reached. The most im- 
portant industrial cases that the court has. yet 
been compelled to deal with are now before that 
tritunal, and its decision will make not only 
political history but economic and industrial his- 
tory. 

Surely it is not strange that even on the day 
of Chief Justice Fuller’s death there should be 
genera] discussion as to his probable successor. 
To be Chief Justice of the United States Su- 
preme .Court is to wield pcwer that no other 
judge in all the world wields, and the man who 
holds that great officé for -20 or 30 years leaves 
his indelible seal upon the life of the nation.

THE PASSING OF PRIZE FIGHTING. 
Prize fighting is dead, If the Jeffries-Johnson 
fight is not the last event of its kind, the last is 
not far off. The sport, like horse racing, has 
been killed by commercialized professionalism— 
professional brutality, coupled with the spirit of 
commercialism which destroyed racing. Both 
have become mere devices for making money. 

Both are royal sports appealing to the passion 
for competition in skill, strength and cunning in 
men. But horseracing fell into the hands of 
money-makers who degraded the sport into a 
business, and it soon degenerated into a swindle. 
In disgust over its thieving practices and demor- 
alizing influences, the public turned the full force 
of opinion against it. It was legislated out of 
existence, 

So in a measure with the prize fight. That 
men should thrill over a test of skill, endurance, 
strength and strategy between two champions is 
natural. So long as it was a real struggle, 
fought out to the collapse of one of:the con- 
testants, to-determine which was the better man, 
the public overlooked incidental brutality, But 
when professional promoters matched professional 
brutes for the purpose of making money the pub- 
lic revolted. When the bloody arena became an 
adjunct of the picture show the revolt became a 
revolution. The people will take effective action 
to stop the business. 

The profits of prize fighting have been steadily 
rising. The purse offered for the fight is $121,000. 
to be divided between the winner and loser in 
the ratio of 75 to 25 per cent. It is estimated 
that Johnson will, get $142,416, and Jeffries’ purse 
will not fall below $90,000. The promoters wil] 
enjoy enormous profits. They will make several 
hundred thousand, The highest sum realized for 
any previous fight was $69,715, in the Nelson- 
Gans event: That represented the gradual ‘in- 
crease of receipts from the pittances won by the 
old-timers in their prolonged, bloody and des- 
perate fights. , 

The glamor of the arena has gradually faded 
in the dust of the circus. The height of our com- 
mercialism is well illustrated by the enormous 
profits of this historic fight, but the spirit of our 
civilization is exemplified in the popular con- 
demnation of the game.

Two negroes were taken from jail by a mob at 
Charleston, Mo., Sunday and hanged. 
counts show that it was a:conventional if not 
an orderly proceeding. The negroes, arrested on 
the charge of murdering a farmer, were in cus- 
tody. The mob gathered. The Sheriff appealed 
to their reason and their citizenship and was 
scoffed at. The Prosecuting Attorney addressed 
the crowd, promising a’speedy trial and asking 
that the law be allowed to do the work civiliza- 
tion and decency demanded. 

The mob responded by getting a railroad tie 
and smashing in. the jail door. The hangings 
followed only because ropes were handier than 
faggots. Gov. Hadley has duly deplored the oc- 
currence and asked that a special grand jury be 
called to investigate. The grand jurors will, of 
course, be men of the vicinage; some may have 
been in the mob. None will be eagér to indict 
or punish his neighbors for the conventional of- 
fense of “nigger hunting.” 

Unless there is a striking reversal of the usual 
order, no one will be punished for these two 
murders. But they were deliberate murders nev- 
ertheless, planned in the face of warnings by the 
Sheriff and appeals by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
They were prompted by no fear of legal delays 
or technical bickerings. No feeling that justice 
would be outraged, if the law took its course, 
stirred the mob, and if there was a desire to 
avenge the murder of the farmer it was subordi- 
hate to the desire to lynch the two negroes. 
Unless the reports are inaccurate, it was a typi- 
cal display of blood: lust and Jawlessness, and 
nothing else. 

There is prevalent a disposition to excuse lynch- 
ing by pointing out the miscarriages of justice 
and the law’s delay. But the ordinary lynching 
shows no such qualities of reason as an attend- 
ant circumstance. It is not even an expression 
of overwhelming indignation. It is merely a 
manifestation of the dominance of the beast. It 
is the gratification of blood-thirstiness.

I fought Jack Johnson in Australia 
less than two years ago, and, unlike 
Jeff, I forced the fighting from begin- 
ning to the conclusion in the hope 
that I might get a convincer over de- 
spite his clever defense, and then he 
did not really beat me, though I ad- 
mit he had the better of things up to 
the moment the police interfered, 
prompted by a@ report which some of 
j the Crowd started to the effect that 
my jaw was broken.

Reports from Jeff's camp were that 
he had surprised his best friends; that 
he had answered some difficult ques- peasant puri 
tions so well in trials as to justify the 
epinion that he would give as good ap 
account of himself as ever, and I wag 
induced through those statements to 
bet my money. 

Jeff showed good condition, and he 
fought as one who had been well 
trained, but that was all. Johnson had 
it on him the whole time and I found 
myself experiencing sensations of regret 
at not being one of the chief accors in 
that tragedy the huge crowd witnessed. 

Surely the big fellow must have been 
a good man, else the dope book lies, 
and if he was such a fine fighter in 
his day why didn’t we see a flash of it 
against Johnson?

The great surprise of the fight came 
in the very first round, when Johnson 
showed superior strength in the clinch- 
es. This was a surprise to the crowd, 
and at first everybody thought Jeff 
was allowing the negro to hold him off. 
They started sparring cautiously. 
Johnson was first to land a light left. 
Then came a clinch. Johnson caught 
Jeff's deft wrist and slowly forced his 
arm back until it was out of the way. 
Jeff backed away. A moment later the 
same thing happened again. Johnsen 
seemed to have more strength than Jeff, 
and he was an absolute master. 

Jeff drew first blood in the second 
round, cutting Johnson's lip with a hard 
left hook. But to the surprise of the 
crowd, Johnson only grinned. Jeff shot 
a few lefts and rights to the body, 
and this time the black champion lost 
his smile for a moment.
